SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in our examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the Board of Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Town Clerk, and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


1 The Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1963, 
and December 31, 1964, shows a decrease in the Net Surplus of the 
Town from $7,275.00 on December 31, 1963, to $6,104.56 on Decem- 
ber 31, 1964. 


2 The Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures shows 
a net unexpended balance of appropriations in the amount of 


$266.46.

3 The Statement of Estimated and Actual Revenues a net 
Revenue surplus in the amount of $43.92. 


4 The net Budget Surplus for the fiscal year, 1964, amounts 
to $310.38. 


5 ‘Summaries of other Town Officers include, Town Treasur- 
er, Tax Collector, Town Clerk, and Trustees of Trust Funds. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 

The Audit procedure included comparing vouchers and can- 
celled checks with supporting invoices and payrolls, as well as 
entries in the books of record. Receipts and expenditures were ver- 
ified. Book ‘balances were verified by comparison with reconciled 
Bank balances made from statements obtained from depository 
Banks. Uncollected taxes were verified by mailing notices to a 
majority of the delinquent Tax payers, as indicated by the Tax 
Collector’s records. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
In accordance with information from the State Tax Commis- 
sion, it is recommended that the Surety Bond of the Town Trea- 
surer be written in an amount at least equal to that which the 
Tax Collector is required by Jaw to furnish. 


What few other minor recommendations we found necessary 
to make will be made direct to the Town Officer concerned.

' (REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 
in both length and severity. For the second successive year, We ex- 
perienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the 
compounding of such drought conditions, together with the many 
days of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most 
hazardous years in the past half century. Although our fire season 
was three weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires 
showed only a slight increase and more remarkable was the fact 
that the area ‘burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 
acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response kept many po- 
tential fire disasters from becoming reality. We all owe a debt of 
gratitude to the men in this community who responded and fought 
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our fires so efficiently. Our state is now 86% wooded and its 
economy - both industrial and recreational - is greatly dependent 
on this forest resource. The responsibility for adequate fire pro- 
tection of this great area - 4,350,000 acres - is everyone’s respon- 
sibility and prevention is one of our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 
obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep matches from 
young children. Explain to them the dangers of lighting matches 
and making outdoor fires. 


3. ‘Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year are charge- 
able to three causes: (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) 
children playing with matches; and (3)smokers. Let’s be mindful 
of the fact that all such fires endanger property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during 
the past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are 
confident that we can improve our fire record in 1965.

It is 
working out well and the books are now always dry. 


I attended two meetings this year having to dc with the new 
Statewide library development program. These were held at Marl- 
boro and Troy libraries. In [May I attended the annual meeting 
of the N. H. Library Association held at St. Paul’s School in Con- 
cord. I served as chairman of the hospitality committee for this 
meeting.

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Report of the Police Chief 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1964. 


During the past year your department has investigated 26 
accidents involving automobiles. Fourteen traffic warnings were 
issued and one was taken to court in Keene. 


Your police were called because of disturbances 23 times in 
addition to which they investigated 15 complaints registered by 
citizens of the town. 


Two runaway teen age girls and one boy were returned to 
their homes. 


Your officers found two Jost hunters and helped them to re- 
locate their car. Eleven emergency calls were handled by the 
department. 


Investigations were made of 8 break-ins as Well as a gravel 
theft. In addition to this your department cooperated with the 
Sheriffs Department investigating four additiona] breaks. Legal 
papers were served on a local resident in cooperation with a 
Massachusetts department. At three different times we were able 
to cooperate with the Athol and Keene police departments. 


During the period of the fire bans we investigated in coopera- 
tion with the fire wardens open fires in the woods. 


Your department collected delinquent dog taxes, found homes 
for 8 stray dogs, and destroyed 7 dogs and 1 fox. 


Your beach was patrolled during the summer and your high- 
ways during the racing season were checked on frequently. Your 
school children enjoyed police protection at the Four Corners as 
they waited for the school buses. 


The Civilian Defense program has received the cooperation of 
this department. 


At the last annual town meeting money was appropriated 
for a sheriff’s band radio. This was purchased and installed. On 
many occasions it has proven valuable in calling for medica] and 
police assistance. 


On five occasions it has been necessary for one of your of- 
ficers to take people to doctors for medical care. 


We can serve you only to the extent to which you call upon us. 
We wish ito thank all those who in the past year have cooperated 
by calling us immediately when accidents have occurred, breaks 
have been discovered, disturbances were discovered, or suspicious 
actions were observed.

To the Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 31, 
1964: 


This has been a busy year for your Director, Deputy Director, 
and Unit Leaders. A total of 149 State and County meetings have 
been attended. A Federal Alert, Step 2, started at 9 A.M. on April 
24 and continued until 4 P/M. on April 30. Your Director was the 
Coordinator for Cheshire County. 


Several actual situations have occurred requiring mobilization 
of ‘Civil Defense Units. On May 9 your Director was called to Keene 
High School and to the M. P. B. plant in Keene to test for report- 
ed bombs. On the same date we received a Hurricane Stand-by 
order. In September we held a Town Alert, and all units partici- 
pated and dealt with special problems which were worked out 
by Unit Leaders. On September 24 the Rescue Unit called the Di- 
rector, Deputy Director, and Police Squad for a bad accident on 
Route 119. First Aid was given, an ambulance procured, and a 
badly injured victim was sent to the Brattleboro Hospital. 


We have procured a Jarge spotlight and other surplus supplies, 
also two complete Scot Air Pac Units for the Rescue and Fire 
Squads. 


A ‘Civil Defense Conference was held at Keene State College 
stressing the role of County, City, and Town Officials in Civil De- 
fense work. 


We wish to thank the members who have helped at the Con- 
tro] Center with material and time.

I hereby submit my report for the year ending [December 31, 
1964. 


The problem of upholding the state code of ethics regarding 
health conditions as affected by out-of-town circumstances has 
been greatly lessened this past year by the cooperation of alert 
persons who have followed through on my request of last year 
that all communicable diseases be reported. 


The number of cases reported follows: Measles — 9, German 
Measles — 24, Strep. Throat — 5, Mumps — 13, Tuberculosis — 1. 


Three persons were bitten by dogs and proper procedure fol- 
lowed. Several animals were destroyed for various reasons. 


Water polution was at a high peak this past year because of 
low water supply and wells not being properly maintained. Tests 
were taken with one being condemned for use. 


There were active out-of-state operators in the town this sum- 
mer cleaning out septic tanks. Having been alerted by a home 
owner and also by the Concord office, I found, upon investigation, 
that in several cases the truck and owner of same were not licens- 
ed in this state for such operation. This can cause a major pro- 
blem when the putrescible material is disposed of in the wood- 
lands and on back-road property. Notify the local police or health 
officer if you are ever solicited by an unknown operator. 


Sanitation is a way of life. It is a quality of living that is ex- 
pressed in a clean home, a clean business, a clean farm and a 
clean community. 


Being a way of life it must come from within the people. It 
is nourished by knowledge and grown as an obligation and ideal 
in human relations
